W ashing ton City, Jan. 27.—Tho Star, 
tg ieakiiig of the probable make-up of tho in­ 
ter-state commerce commission, says: “There 
is a movement of apparently a g ood deal of 
force and backing to procure tho appoint­ 
ment of Senator Van VVyck as one of the 
inter-state railroad commissioners under tho 
now act of cong ress. 
It is claimed that hLs 
appointment would satisfy the public that 
the commission is not a tribunal desig ned to 
benefit the corporations. 
No senator or rep­ 
resentative would bo elig ible until after 
tho adjournment of cong ress; but it is sug ­ 
g ested that tho board need not be made up 
until after the 4th of March.” 
In connection with tho board, tho names 
of Representative Morrison and Senator 
Cong er are also mentioned .or appointment. 
The board will consist of ..hreo Democrats 
anl two Republicans, and Messrs. Morrison, 
Cong er and Van Wyck aro being more g en­ 
erally mentioned than any others for three 
of the places. 
In fact, written req uests for 
the appointment of two of tho g entlemen 
mimed are already being circulated for sig ­ 
natures. 
The president has received a number of ap- 
plications for the jioeitions, and many more 
are expected. It is stated at the White House 
that the list of applicants will not be made 
public. Among those who are said to be en­ 
deavoring to secure appointment not men­ 
tioned above, are Joseph Nimrao, ex-chief of 
the bureau of statistics; CoL W. A. Peabody, 
of Cincinnati, and Civil Service Commis­ 
sioner Oberly. Commissioner of Indian Af­ 
fairs Atkins is also spoken of as one of the 
members of the commission. 
The inter-state commerce bill was received 
nt the executive mansion Tuesday. Wednes­ 
day morning the ¡president referred it to the 
attorney g eneral for consideration and re­ 
pon on the constitutionality of its provisions.

aided that no coal of any sort should b* 
handled in the ports of New Y o rk by union 
men, on the ground th at » 11 coal in the h ar­ 
bor now has been put abo ard the barges by 
non-union men. 
Thus the transferring of 
coal to transatlantic and coastwise steam ­ 
ships can no t bo undertaken by any union 
man, and the supply of fcoal to consumers in 
this city, Brooklyn, and o ther points around 
the harbo r of New Y o rk can not be replen­ 
ished by union men. 
The effect of the ca r­ 
rying o ut of the o rder of the knights no t to 
load coal became im m ediately apparo nt all 
along 
the riv er 
fronts. 
All the ocean 
and 
coastwise 
steam ship lines 
with a 
few 
exceptions 
suddenly 
found 
them ­ 
selv es deserted by the 
union longshore 
men whenev er there was coal to bo trans­ 
ferred on the v essels. 
The exceptions were a 
few linos which employ their coal shov elers 
by the week. "The o rder not to handle coal 
also extends to union men outside of the po rt 
of New York. 
Ev en as far as New Orleans 
it is said th at the union longshoremen and 
others are under obligation no t to load v essels 
with coal. 
W ith the success of the coal 
handlers the longshoremen, it is stated, could 
easily force the transatlantic and coastwise 
steam ship lines to refuse to handle Old Do­ 
m inio n freight. 
The question of o rdering a 
general strike of the longshoremen is being 
considered by the executiv e board of the 
Ocean association of the. Longshoremen’s 
union, and it is tho ught to be am ong the 
probabilities th at n o t less thau » *,000 men 
will be idle before long. 
The stoppage will affect all the steam ship 
lines which are dependent on them fo r o r­ 
dinary supplies.

TO BALTIMORE.

Superin­ 
tendent Jam es A. Shuter, of the express 
company, hastened to police headquarters 
and laid the case before Chief Frys. 
Mr. 
Shuter stated th a t th e m arks on tb s tru nk 
tnd way-bill showed It had been shipped from 
New York city on S aturday night last. 
It 
reached C alv ert statio n in this city Sunday 
morning, and lay a t the statio n until Monday 
morning, when it whs bro ught to the Balti­ 
more street office. 
The tru nk w as consigned 
to “Jo hn A. Wilson, Baltimore, Md. 
To be 
called for." It was put in the cellar Tuesday. 
W ed need ay m orning the parties employed ia 
tb s cellar detected a disagreeable odor, which, 
•a the day wore on, became unbearable. The 
po rters had been in the habit of feeding 
poison to the large family o f ro dents which 
infest the cellar, and attributed the smell to 
dead rats. 
Mr. 8huter's attentio n was finally called tc 
tt and he concluded th a t the stench came 
fro m the trunk. 
He ordered the trank to be 
broken open, and was horrified to find the 
dead body of a m an. 
M arshal F ryeeent the 
patro l wagon to the A dam s express office and 
bad the trnnk and its ghastly co ntents re­ 
mov ed to the back yard o f the Central sta­ 
tion. Coroner Hill was sent to r and when he 
arriv ed the body was taken from the trunk. 
I t was found th a t the bead, left arm and 
bo th legs were missing. 
The right arm was 
doubled up under the back. 
The left arm 
bad been cu t off at» the shoulder and the legs 
close to the body. 
The body was thus m u­ 
tilated, it; is supposed, in o rder to get ft in 
the trunk. 
A coat was thro w n ov er the 
corpse. 
I t was a cutaw ay, made of mixed 
gray ami black diagonal m aterial. 
The coat 
co llar was saturated w ith blood.

ness cards were found in the pockets, inscribed 
as follows: “ Henry Selgel, m eat m arket, 2 0 5 
Throop av enue, near Floyd street, Brooklyn. 
E. D. ” On the bottom of the shirt fro nt was 
the name “ C. K anfho ld." 
F urther exam ­ 
inatio n of the m arks on the trunk shows 
th at it was deliv ered to the Adams express 
in New Y o rk by the Wesfccott Express com­ 
pany. The body is ev idently th a t of a young 
man. 
It is now a t the city hospitul and will 
be kept as long as possible, pending an inv es­ 
tigatio n by the New Y o rk and Brooklyn po­ 
lice, who hav e been notified.

Nav igation along th© coast of Norway I* 
v ery smooth, with no dangers for the timid 
or the v ictims of seasickness. 
Ev en when 
running along ths coast north and south 
there are almost all the way outlying 
islands which break the force of the sea, 
giv ing smooth water, while the fjords which 
run deep into th« land, some of them being 
eighty to 100 miles long, are as completely 
land locked as an ordinary ri ver. There is 
at times difficulty in finding anchorage 
along the coast, the water being so deep that 
it is necessary to decide beforehand as to 
where you will anchor. 
Th« Norwegian gov ernment takes as much 
care in prov iding proper anchorage os in 
prov iding lighthousss. You see %}ong the 
shore at interv als, apparently white balls 
upon the rocks, which on inquiry, you find 
to be places where rings and staples hav e 
been set into the rock for v essels to fasten 
to, and small steamers are kept plying 
along the coast to see that these are always 
in proper order. 
Along the whole north 
coast there is an extremely perfect system 
of telegraphic communication, cables being 
laid to the islands. Thie system is used a 
good deal to notify fishermen when the fish, 
herring and others hav e "struck in' in large 
quantities at any giv en locality, so that not 
only may fishermen go there to catch them, 
but they may procure barrels and other 
material for packing.—Col. George Bliss in 
New York Times.

H e is 
either an idler, and an idle man is the mean 
est work of God, o ra masher, and if there 
is anything smaller than a masher I have 
yet to encounter it, and nobody understands 
this more thoroughly or better than the 
women themselves. 
The girls save their money for matinee 
seats. 
They crowd every t lieatre in which 
pretty women are displayed upon the stage. 
ITiey visit in thronged houses of entertain­ 
ment in which spectacular pieces are given, 
and after the performance promenade tlm 
stieets, joining the great army going up 
town and the other great army going down 
town, tho ceaseless beating of the human 
tide upon the shore of endeavor and of effort. 
I look in vain for the occupation of the 
boys and entertainment of the young men. 
I don't recall a boy with a hoop, a boy 
with a sled, a boy with a kite in liv e vears 
a, tile very least.

Two 
well polish« d pieces of convex shape« 1 bone as 
largo ly; a lead pencil in t!i«> Lir.cst jmrt, 
and possibly throe inches in length, well 
wrapped with cord or sinew fur an inch or 
more in th * center nnd two pieces of tho 
same dinwi.sions unwrapjied or presenting 
the whit” surface only, constituted the gam­ 
bling out n . 
Two « f tho three squaws grasped n 
wrapjjod and unwrapped bone, one in each 
hand, and together with the third > junw 
began moving their hands rapidly from side 
to side, «1« scribing a half circle and aceom 
panying the motion with a peculiar nasal 
humming. The men were now all attention, 
it being their duty, it seems, to guess which 
hand of either tho three squaws contained 
the white bone. 
Whenever the guesscr lost 
one stick from his joint pile of twenty was 
transferred to the pile in front of the squaws, 
and when he won, tho bones, together with 
one of the sticks, immediately passed into his 
possession. 
As soon as his partner was 
equally successful it became the monks turn 
to hold the bones. 
Tho actions of the two 
men now were slightly dissimilar to those 
gone through by the three squaws. 
The 
bones were hold one in each hand as had 
been done by their opponents, but instead of 
swinging tho hands back and forth, they 
were placed under the arms, accompanied by 
an up and down motion of tho body and the 
same peculiar humming. 
When a squaw 
made an unlucky guess she would pay the 
usual forfeit, and tho man bv a dexterous 
movement would throw both bon«*s a short 
distance in the air, showing which hand held 
the corded and which the ¡»lain bone. When 
changing tho bones from hantl to hand be­ 
neath the folds of his blanket or behind his 
back, bis maneuvers were continued until 
the bones passed out of hi:» possession. 
And so the game progressed, first one side 
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holding the bones an then the other. 
As the 
bones were changed from hand to hand lie- 
neath the blanket or behind the back, no 
effort being made to cheat, and a lucky 
guesser being tho only requirement of a suc­ 
cessful player, the games were always of iu- 
fmito duration, this one in particular lasting 
several hours. 
I was unable to find out pre­ 
cisely what jwirt tho third squaw took in tho 
game, for at no time did I discover tho bones 
in her ¡»ossession, but as the hands of each 
of the three squaws were held close together 
and in the swaying motion often came in 
close proximity to those of the squaw sitting 
next, it is probable that tho third squaw» was 
usetl to mislead the men, wdio, it would 
appear, were regarded as the more skillful 
players.
